RCAF. Opens 
Search For 
Missing Hunters 


EDMONTON (CP)—The fate 
of five.hunters of geese-who dis- 
appeared Saturday on an air- 
plane flight over northern Al- 
*berta’s wild timber and muskeg 
eountry remained a mystery to- 


day as the R.CAF. sent up a/| 


squadron of 12 search planes. 

The missing plane, piloted by 
Matry Pennington, 33, of Van- 
couver, jeft Grande Prairie, Alta., 
on a 250-mile non-stop flight to 
Edmonton which was to have 
taken two hours. After it had 
failed to arrive, an immediate 
communications check of points 
along its intended route revealed 
no one had-seen it. 

A daylight search Sunday by 
five planes and a hight sweep by 
another two looking for flares 
or camp fires gave negative re- 
sults, 

Also aboard the twin-engined 
civilian aircraft were Harry 
Morton, about 40, of Vancouver, 
and Joseph Dory, 42; James Mul- 
cahy, 31, and*Stewart Reid, 30, 
all of Edmonton. The hunters 
were wel] equipped with sleeping 
bags, clothing and rifles. They 
were returning from an expedi- 
tion. 

Two-thirds of the country 
along the plane’s route is un- 
settled. Scrub timber, muskeg 
and rolling hills abound. 

Today's search by the 12 R.C. 
A.F, planes—six of them arrived 
here from Vancouver Sunday 
night—was concentrated on a 
“high probability” area 128 miles 
Jong and 80 miles wide, starting 
64 miles northwest of Edmonton. 

At the time the civilian twin- 
engined Cessna was airborne, 
low clouds hung over this re- 
gion and icing conditions pre- 
vailed from 1,000 to. 7,000-foot 
altitudes.

Strike Fails To Stop 
Canada’s Arms Output 


TORONTO (CP) — Some 280 
members of the United Mine 
Workers (C.C.L.) today staged a 
one-day strike at the suburban 


Long Branch piant of Canadian 
Arsenals’ small arms division in 
protest against federal govern- 
ment refusal to recognize the 
union. The Long Branch workers 
also seek a general wage increase 
of 15 cents an hour. 

Pickets from the union's Local 
13524 marched in front of the 
gates when the 8 a.m. E.D.T. shift 
was due to report for duty. Col. 
W. P. Leavens, manager of the 
government-owned. plant, said 
later that some workers, especi- 
ally toolmakers and office clerks, 
had crossed the picket lines. 

An additional 50 workers as- 
sembled near the gates but did 
not try to cross the lines. 


SALE IS LEGAL 


LONDON (CP) — The Privy 
Council] today sustained the judg- 
ment by the Supreme Ccurf of 
Canada which declared the sale 
of margarine in Canada is a 
matter of provincial jurisdiction. 

The decision by the Judicial 
Committee came as a climax to 
a long, hard-fought battle over 
whether the manufacture, sale 
and distribution of margarine 
should be made legal in Canada, 

The decision apparently leaves 
the margarine question where it 
was when the Canadian court de- 
livered its opinion in 1949. The 
effect of the Ottawa decision was 
to hand jurisdiction over mar- 
garine to the provinces, leaving 
them to enact legislation on the 
manufacture and sale of the 
butter substitute within their own 
boundaries. 

The law lords dismissed an 
appeal from the Supreme Court 
judgment brought by’ the Cana- 
dian Federation of Agriculture. 

Lord Morton of Henryton, de- 
livering the judgment, said their 
lordships were of the opinion that 
the Canadian Supreme Court 
judgment-..of December, © 1848, 
“rightly. answered” a. reference 
concerning the constitutional vali- 
dity of Section 5A of Canada’s 
Dairy Industry Act. 

The section stipulates that “no

into Canada or offer, sell or have 
in his possession for sale, any 
oleomargarine, margarine, but- 
terine or other substitute for 
butter manufactured wholly or 
in part from’ any fat other than 
that of milk or cream.” 

The Supreme Court ruled this 
section was' ultra vires of the 
Canadian Parliament since it 
concerned civil righits, which, by 
the British North America Act, 
come within the exclusive juris- 
diction of the provinces. 

The law lords’ judgment cli- 
maxed six days of legal argument 
in London which ended last June 
29.

French Flee 
Another Post 
In Indo-China 


SAIGON, Indo-China (AP)— 
The French today announced 
abandonment of still another post 
on the China-Indo-China frontier 
—the small outpost of Nacham. 

A military spokesman said the 
Nacham garrison had withdrawn 
nine miles southeast of Dong 
Dang, last major French position 
before the frontier headquarter 
fortress of Langson, six miles 
farther to the southeast. 

The spokesman said evacuation 
of Nacham had been accom- 
plished without important fight- 
ing. Other French sources said 
Communist-led Viet\Minh troops 
had occupied Nacham following 
the French withdrawal. 

The report of the abandonment 
of the post came as French offi- 
cials said privately it soon might 
be necessary to withdraw French 
forces from all posts on the Chi- 
nese frontier. In the last month 
the French have abandoned the 
posts of Donvkhe, Caobang and 
Thatkhe, leaving about 300 miles 
of the Chinese frontier open to 
traffic by the Viet Minh to and 
from supply and training points 
in Communist 

As the fall of the frontier posi- 
tions continued, a spokesmah said 
some civilians already are evacu- 
ating Langson by air and road.

The victims included 100 
wounded or sick killed as they 
lay or knelt in a schoolhouse 
prison. A portrait of Soviet Pre- 
mier Josef Stalin looked down 
on the carnage. 

Civilian refugees reported Sun- 
day that up to 1,000 American 
war prisoners had been seen in 
a railroad tunnel 17 miles west 
southwest of Yonghung, between 
Inhung and Songnae, three days 
earlier.

There was little hope the 
American stil] were in the tunnel, 
but it was believed they might 
be found a little farther along 
the railway, which runs west to 
Pyongyang.

Oil Company 
Reveals Drop 
In Gas Prices 


TORONTO (CP)—Imperial Oil 
Ltd. today announced reductions 
in the wholesale ‘prices of 
gasoline, kerosene, and light fuel 
oils due to the increased foreign 
exchange value of the Canadian 
éollar. 

Gasoline and kerosene whole 
sale prices were cut seven-tenths 
of a cent in Ontario and the 
prairie provinces, and four- 
tenths of a cent in Quebec, the 
Maritimes and Newfoundland. 

Furnace, stove and other light 
fuel oils were reduced half a 
cent a gallon in Ontario and 
the prairies and two-tenths of a 
cent in Quebec, the Maritimes and 
Newfoundland. 

The company said appreciation 
of the Canadian dollar in terms 
of other currencies resulted in 
lower costs for crude oi] and im- 
ports. Higher ocean freight 
rates necessitated the smaller 
reductions in Quebec, the Mart 
times and Newfoundland.

Missing Hunters’ Plane 
Spotted Near. Edmonton 


EDMONTON (CP)—A yellow 
aircraft, similar to a missing 
plane with five hunters aboard, 
was reported today to have 
flown over’ ‘Smith,~ 110 ~ miles 
northwest of here, late Saturday 
afternoon. 

The report, telephoned to R.C. 
A.F. search headquarters here 
by Donald Lane of Smith, is 
being checked by an Expediter 
plane which took off from Ed- 
monton this morning. . 

The missing piane, piloted by 
Harry Pennington, 33, of Van- 
couver, left. Grande Prairie, 
Alta., late Saturday on a 250-mile 
non-stop flight to Edmonton for 
a@ game-hunting excursion. 

A yellow plane was spotted 
over Smith, 85 miles north of the 
direct route, an hour later. R.C. 
A.F. officials said the plane 
could have reached the area by 
that time. 

Lane said the plane was head- 
ing for Edmonton at low alti- 
tude. The weather was spotty. 
Lane said a former RCAF. 
man at Smith had identified the 
plane as a twin-engined low-wing 
monoplane. This is the descrip- 
tion of the missing Cessna Crane. 

The R.C.A.F., which has 12 
planes in the air on the second 
day of the search, dispatched a 
slow-flying _ plane to make a 
“track crawl” of the Northern 
Alberta Railways line between 
here and Smith.

Justification for that warning is 
epparent in Britain today, where leading 
newspapers are criticizing the govern- 


ment for the cancellation, earlier this 
year, of newsprint contracts. Current 
newsprint shortages in Britain wil] bring 
rationing into effect Oct. 22. The once 
available supply from Canada has been 
channelled to the ever-ready, United 
States market. 

Apart entirely from the political 
capital the opposition press makes of 
the condition that has been créated, the 
government faces the hard facts of 
inexorable economic and trading law. 
Much as Canadian sympathy may be 
extended to Britain, which the Daily 
Graphic says, “has the smallest news- 
papers in the world, and now further 
restrictions are to be imposed,” the 
warning was given. With our dependence 
on trade, we cannot assume the role of a 
warehouse in which stockpiles are stored 
when the movement of commodities is 
vital to our existence.

It is in the vital 
American interest not only that Tito 
should survive, but that he should suc 
ceed; at least’ by with the 
Soviet satellite states, and that he should.

ASRA—Iraq brings you to Basra all 

of a sudden. A straight line of green 
shows up, as seen from the plane, and 
behind it fieldr of date palms. The fields, . 
irrigated by the spreading Euphrates 
river, are as a green 
carpet laid upon the 
brown mud. And at 
the edge of the field is 
desert and even. 
sharper demarcation 
than. the edge of a 
Canadian corn field 
and a highway. Basra, 
with luck, I will not 
come back to. As we ; 
stepped from the plane p 
was 130 degrees. “Oh, but it is a dry 
heat,” they said. In the shade it was 106 
degrees. I've never been hot before in 
my life. 

The people of Basra are Arabs and 
speak Arabic not Persian. They live on 
dates, both for income and food, “They 
eat dates for breakfast, lunch and din- 
ner,” said an R.A.F. man disgustedly. 

A look around the town shows houses 
of a type but just outside the town the 
dwellings are mud huts. To irrigate :he 
palm fields are frequent and parallel 
ditches, and the living on the ridges in 
between jis a mean proposition indeed. 

Out in the muddy Euphrates are 
moored ocean-going ships and great 
barges with heavy sails. Basra is Iraq's 
port, its second city to Baghdad which is 
the capita] and has a population of more 
than a million, 


WIDE RANGE 


Aroundf the hotel I asked a dozen 
or more boys, clerks, porters, for popula- 
tion figures. It was interesting that they 
ranged, for Basra, from 10,000 to 350,000, 
The difference was not owing’ to lan- 
guage difficulties. They just didn’t know, 
This kind of lack of education out here 
one gets accustomed to. 

A very grand lookirig customs official 
will handle a pen as though he had just 
met it yesterday. 

He stares at it proudly, is fascinated 
by what he can produce .with.it...We‘ 
must get away from Basra, leaving the 
facts and figures of its ofl and date 
business for someone else. In fact, leave 
the whole city for someone else. This is 
the place to which you must come to 
take that mythical job someone might 
offer you a million a year to do. No 
siree, not for two million. 


REALLY HOT 


Well, I gathered myself into several 
gallons of perspiration contained in one 
wet suit and set out qn the tarmac again 
to walk to the plane. You couldn’t look 
at the sun even through glasses. Fierce. 
And they say it comes to 130 degrees in 
the shade when it is really hot. 

The plane lifted (narrowly, I 
thought!) over the field buildings and 
away we set, heading down river to the 
Persian Gulf and Indian Ocean. The 
mouth of the Euphrates is a vast “mooky 
mess” of mud and water but the sun 
was setting and throwing over all a 
tender pinkish coverlet in relief from the 
stark light we'd seen all-afternoon: I'd 
like to do a bit of setting myself about 
now, but the stewardesses are bustling 
about with dinner and if I've learned any- 
thing on this trip so far it is always to 
take a meal when it presents itself.

THE HOME GARDEN 


Easy Way 
Clumps Of 


By JACK G. BEASTALL 


Gardeners divide their clumps 
of perennials in many ways, and 
some make quite a chore of what 
should be a simple job. 

After digging the old clump, 
I have seen them attack it with 
an axe, or a spade wielded as an 
axe. This procedure usually 
knocks off a quantity of young 
shoots which should have been 
carefully saved for replanting. 

Another common method is to 
drive in the point of a shovel 
and then jump on it, only to find 
out that the division has no roots 
attached. 

There is no need to go to all 
this trouble and exertion. The 
first-step is to study the clump 
carefully and decide where the 
divisions are to be made. Then 
place two ordinary digging forks 
back to back and press them 
into the clump at the required 
spot. By prying the forks gently 
apart, the division is separated 
and its roots pulled from the 
mass intact. 

When replanting the divisions 
prepare the soil well, because the

plants will remain there for a 
few years. Plenty of good com 
post is in order, and a handful 
of bonemeal should be mixed 
with the soil below the roots 
This is a slow acting fertilizer 
which will be partly available 
when spring growth starts. 

When I suggest bonemeal, I 
mean just that—-bonemeal! Last 
year I gave this advice to a gar- 
dener who was starting a new 
garden. ‘This “spring much of 
the material had been winter 
killed because he used bloodmeal, 
which he had on hand, instead 
of bonemeal. 

Bloodmeal, or dried blood, Is 
straight nitrogen (12-00) which 
is immediately available, and this 
had forced growth when the 
plants should have been dormant 
for the winter. 

The main content of bonemeal 
is phosphoric acid (3-23-0) in a 
form which is very slow acting

The. Soviet army pays a high 

price for its heavy fire power. 
It loses staying power, balance 
and mobility. A U.S. division can 
maintain itself in combat longer, 
move faster, and keep better 
communications. 
_ The U.S. Army recently an- 
nounced a big increase in the 
fire power of its infantry divi- 
sion, But apparently the new 
Soviet rifle division still outguns 
it, on a man-for-man basis. 

Although it contains only 60 


The Russian medium tank, the 


T-34 of 35 tons, weighs about 
the same as the U.S. Sherman 
tank. But it mounts an 85-mm. 
gun to the Sherman’s 76-mm. 
The Red Army. proved. .the 
superiority of its mortars in the 
Second World War. These 
simple, rugged weapons took 
terrific toll of the Germans in 
the Soviet counter-offensive, 
The biggest Russian weakness 
appears to be in the generally- 
poor quality of ammunition— 
especially for light arms and 
automatic weapons, Here the 
Americans are vastly superior.

NEW YORK (AP) — There is 
mounting evidence today that 
Russia, balked in Europe by re 
covery and in Korea and Formosa 
by American action, has revised 
her plan of campaign toward the 
Communist goal of world domina- 
tion, 

The Kremlin, if it can achieve 
its ends more cheaply, does not 
want general war. For the present 
at least, Russia seems to have 
pushed as close to war as she 
dares.

“We have a bidding problem,” 
writes a Chicago correspondent. 
“My partner and I should have 
bid three no-trump on this hand 
but the hand instead at 
four spades. Against that con- 
tract West took two clubs to 
begin with and two trump tricks 
later on. Nine tricks at no-trump 
would have been, of course, an 
absolute cinch, 

“South said he could not bid 
no-trump. with an uncertain stop- 
per in clubs, particularly when 
his five-card major suit had been 
raised. My own clubs (I was 
North) were even weaker, so I 
certainly couldn’t bid no-trump. 
Is there a logical way of getting 
to three no-trump on.this hand?” 

There is indeed a logical way 
to get to three no-trimp. When 
North raises to two spades, 
South should ‘wait courteously 
for East to pass. Then South 
should open his mouth, should 
say “Three no-trump,” and 
should close his mouth quietly 
but firmly. While doing so, he 
should avoid biting his tongue 
or swallowing any false teeth. 


SOUTH NOT SURE 

Mind you, South is not sure 
that three no-trump is the best 
final contract. However, his own 
hand gives him no reason to sup- 
pose that four spades is better 
than three no-trump. When 
South bids three no-trump, there 

is. SHR the -possitsility. that. his 
partner will .with an unbalanceg 
hand) bid four spades. But after 
South ‘has bid four spades there 
is no longer any possibility of 
going back to three no-trump. 
In other words South should not 
make a final decision when he 
has no real way of deciding and 
when he can give: his partner 
a choice. 

All of this, however, is secdhd- 
ary to the main problem. How 
did South manage to go down 
at four spades? 

Suppose West begins by tak- 
ing his top clubs (the best de- 
fense). At the third trick he 

~might lead ‘a’ heart “(as good as 
anything). South wins and should 
lead a low trump in order to 
finesse dummy’s jack. 
GUARD AGAINST BREAK 

After dummy wins the trump 
finesse with the jack, declarer 
should not dream of cashing the 
ace of spades at once. South 
knows that West has the king 
of spades, but he doesn’t know 
where the ten and seven of 
spades are. His job is to guard 
against a bad trump break. 

South should get back to his 
hand with a diamond and lead 
the eight of spades wins. If West 
plays low, dummy plays low, and 


covers with the ten of spades, 
dummy wins with the ace; and 
then West can win anly one 
trump trick. * 

Naturally, South doesn't know 
that his eight of spades will win 
a trick if he -léts it ride. How- 
ever, if East can win the second 
round of spades with the ten 
West will be left with the blank 
king—which can be taken later 
by dummy’s ace. Hence South 
will lose only one trump trick 
even in this case.

It is the parents of -average chil- 
dren who should count their 
blessings.” 

For the benefit of Mrs. A. L. G. 
(whose other questions I will be 
happy to answer in a personal 
letter), a reader and yourself 
may I explain my comments on 
this other child. She must be 
physically and mentaily superior 
now in order to be capable of 
such performances. 

But, this does not mean that 
a child who is slower to develop 
may not be as brilliant when 
grown. There is a great devi- 
ation in normal standards of de- 
velopment. A child might not 
walk until 18 months and, still 
be a superior child mentally, 


But the truly backward child 


will be slow in all phases of 
development. 

And no child should be pushed 
beyond his own limits. The pat- 
tern of his own development 
should be respected, being sure 
the parerit gives the proper en- 
vironment of g food and op- 
portunity for exer¢ise and the 
mental stimulation of love and 
attention. I did not intend to 
give the impression that only 
children who walked and talked 
early were superior.

Hints For Sewing 
Velvet, Velveteen 


If you're sewing velvet or 
velveteen for the first time this 
fall, here are some hints. 

First off, when cutting velvet, 
lay it on a smooth, flat surface 
with the pile side up . . . except 
when you're cutting on a fold. 
Then the velvet can be folded 
lengthwise with the pilé ‘inside. 

To avoid injury in the pile, use 
long, fine needles in place of pins 
to fasten pattern pieces to the 
velvet. Make all pattern mark- 
ings with tailor’s tacks; using 
silk thread. 

When assembling the pieces, 
use fine needles instead of pins. 
Short, even basting stitches with 
silk thread are recommended. 
Machine stitch with the nap. 
Light tension and long stitches— 
about 12 to the inch—are recom- 
mended. Inside seams, hidden by 
the pile, are best. Avoid outside 
stitching. Finish seams with 
overcasting or binding.

operations, in his book, “Com- 
mand In Contradiction,” says 
Hitler’s generals advised the 
Fuehrer.. to make .peace. with 
conquered nations to make them 
more cooperative while Ger- 
many pursued the war against 
Russia and Britain. 

Hitler replied he could not 
trust nations “he had milked dry 
of food.” 

“How can I promise these 
people anything when I am con- 
fiscating their last grain and 
cattle?”

This has been assisted 
by the development of DDT.

DDT during the last three years. 
Before the Second World War, 
there were 18,000 cases of 


malaria every year on the island; | 


last year there were only 100 
none of which were due to new 
infection.

and British Columbia apples. 


James 8, Duncan of Toronto, 


chairman of the dollar-sterling 


trade board, announced this today following his return from 
a visit to Britain in which he talked with Prime Minister Attlee 
and Harold Wilson, President of the Board of Trade. 


Mr..Duncan.saidthat from his 
talks overseas he believes Britain 
will attempt to buy more from 
Canada and feels that she now is 
in a better position to do so. He 
also brought back a statement 
from Mr, Attlee that Britain's 
dollar export drive will be con- 
tinued side-by-side with her de- 
fence program. 

Mr. Attlee added: 

“Adequate and speedy prepara- 
tion for defence must be a prim- 
ary consideration for all the sig- 
natories of the North Atlantic 
Pact. It is, however, our firm 
intention to maintajn- our ex 
ports to Canada and I feel sure 
that our Canadian friends have 
good grounds for confidence that 
our trade with them will. be 
maintained and pushed with un- 
diminished energy.

Gold Subsidy - 
Expires Dec. ; 
May Continue 


OTTAWA (CP)—The govern- 
ment is consulting with the in- 
ternational monetary fund on the 
question of continuing financial 
aid to Canada's gold mines in 
1951, it. was learned today-: ee 

It is understood here that the 
decision to extend the aid pro- 
gram now is under review at the 
fund’s headquarters in Washing- 
ton. 

Normally, the fund, which is 
the international supervisor of 
currency rates for its member 
countries, frowns on the policy 
of gold subsidies being granced. 

The price of gold fixed by the 
fund is $35 an ounce in American 
funds, the price the United States 
pays. 

However, the fund agreed to 
allow Canada in 1947 the right 
to extend aid to its miners. when 
Canada said production~ costs 
were steadily climbing while the 
sales rate remained fixed. 

The subsidy plan went into ef- 
fect in 1948 for three years, It 
is due to expire Dec. 31. 

Subsidies* are paid out on a 
complicated formula basis. In 
1948 they averaged about $3.34 
an ounce. Last year the average 
was $3.55 and this year it is ex- 
pected to average about $2,27 an 
ounce. 

The government already has 
decided, sources have disclosed, 
on the principle of extending 
financial aid into 1951 and !s 
awaiting the fund's views before 
making an official announcement. 

It is not thought here that the 
fund will disagree with the 
Canadian decision.

THE DOCTOR SAYS 
Colitis Aggravated 
By Nervous Ailments 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN 

Unfortunately, colitis, which is 
the ordinary term that doctors 
now use for spastic colon, is one 
of the most difficult things to 
relieve completely. 

Q—If colitis is not relieved by 
six months of diet and sedatives, 
is it advisable to resort to sur- 
gery? Does it affect the back?— 
P. D. R. 

A—A spastic colon is affected 
by diet but is also closely related 
to the nervous system. Anger, 
worry, arid things of that sort 
always make the condition worse, 
and perhaps this is the reason 
why you have not received re- 
lief. Frequently some of the 
symptoms of a spastic colon are 
referred to the back. 

Q—Is it all right to let a small 
baby cry and scream without 
paying any attention to it? Some 
people think it is good for their 
lungs. I believe some crying is 
all right but too much will hurt 
the baby.—Reader. 

A—I agree with you. Too much 
crying in a small baby—particu- 
larly a boy—may lead to a rup- 
ture. On the other hand, a baby 
should not be picked up every 
time it cries.

Q—Are vitamins helpful or 
harmful for one who has hyper- 
tension? Is it advisable or not 
for such a person to travel by 
airplane?—J. G. 

A — Vitamins in normal 
amounts should be taken by a 
person with hypertension but 
there are no reasons to believe 
that excessive amounts would be 
either helpful or harmful. With 
regard to travel by airplane, a 
lot depends on the degree of high 
blood pressure. Also the altitude 
of flying and the use of pressur- 
ized cabins play a part in the 
decision. Since the question is 
an” Individual ‘one, the patient 
with hypertension should consult 
his or her physician regarding 
any contemplated flight. 

Q—The soles of my feet keep 
burning all the time. What causes 
this, and what can I do about it? 
—Mrs. F. H. 

A—The feet should be exam: 
ined for ringworm or other in- 
fections, and for flat feet. There 
is also a possibility that the 
symptoms are caused by some 
nervous condition which will re- 
quire an accurate diagnosis by 
your physician. 

Q—My son's heart rate is 60 
and rises to only 71 after exer- 
cise. He has not heart murmur, 
his blood pressure. is normal, 
and he plays football. Does this 
indicate heart trouble? — Mrs. 
LT: s. 

A—A slow pulse rate in a 
young athlete is more likely to 
be a good sign than a bad one. 
Of course, he should not be 
allowed to overdo and he should 
be examined from time to time. 
His doctor’s advice regarding his 
activities should be closely. fol- 
lowed. 

Q—Is chewing ice favorable or 
damaging to a 4-year-old child's 
teeth?—-Mrs.. J. K. 

A-—I doubt that dentists would 
recommend it. 

Q—Does dilating the pupils for 
examination injure the eyes in 
any way ?—Reader.

NASHVILLE — This city in 
central Tennessee is called, at | 
times, “the Athens of the South.” | 
One reason is the fact it is a 
centre of learning. It is the home 
.0f Vanderbilt University and 
other colleges. 

For years, there has. been an- 
other reason to give Nashville 
such a name. A famous building 
like one in Athens, Greece, was 
put up there. This building is 
known as the Parthenon. 
the visitor can see what the 
ancient Parathenon looked like 
in the days of its glory. 

Even Athens is without such 
a building today. The ancient 
Parthenon is in ruins. We can 
see many of its pillars, stilj 
standing in place, but they fail 
to give a complete idea of what 
the building used to look like. 
To find out -more clearly the 
form which the first Parthenon 
had, we can study the building 
in Nashville. 

Various models of the Parthe- 
non have been produced on a 
small scale, but the building at 
Nashville is different. People 
walk around inside it and look 
at the high ceiling. 

How does Nashville happen to 
have such a building? To an- 
Swer that question, we must go 
back 54 years, to & great “cen- 
tennial fair.” One of the fair 
buildings had the shape of the 
Parthenon of Athens. 


A park was laid out around 
the building, a park contaihing 
about 150 acres of land. The 
lath-and-plaster Parthenon stood 
for almost 24 years, but it was 
largely a ruin when, at last, it 
was removed from the park. 

Before that happened, some 
citizens of Nashville had done a 
great.deal of thinking. “Why not 
prepare a permanent building 
to reproduce the .Parthenon of 
Athens?” they asked. 

The idea took hold, and money 
was provided, Slowly but surely 
a new building rose, a solid Par- 
thenon made largely with con- 
crete. Excellent architects and 
sculptors joined in the work, 
and created a building which 
was like the original Parthenon. 
The project took 11 years, and 
Nashville's Parthenon was 
opened to the public 19 years 
ago.

Nehru Opposes 
U.N. Troop Use 


NEW DELHI, India (AP)— 
Prime Minister Jawaharlal Nehru 
voiced Indian opposition today to 
a United States proposal for the 
raising of special armed forces 
to serve at United Nations’ direc- 
tion. 

Such forees, Nehru told a press 
conference, are more likely to 
lead to a world war than to dis- 
courage one. 

The U.S. proposal, part of a 
seven-country. resolution now 
being debated by the U.N. Gen- 
eral Assembly in New York, calls 
for U.N. members to earmark 
part of their armed forces for 
use either by the Security Coun- 
cil or the assembly to meet 
threats of aggression. 

Such armed forces, Nehru said, 
are “likely to produce an atmo- 
sphere and psychology of fear.” 

Nehru said such special forces 
are unne¢essary since each coun- 
try already had an army.

Russian Stand 
On N. Korea 


Beaten In U.N. 


LAKE SUCCESS (AP)—The 
Economic and Social Council 
today defeated by a vote of 143 
a Russian demand that defeated 
North Korean Communists be 
given an equal voice with South 
Korea in the drafting of a United 
Nations relief and rehabilitation 
program for the war-torn 
country. 

The council approved an Aus- 
tralian proposal for establish- 
ment of a seven-member {act 
finding body to study the scope 
of the problem. 

Meanwhile, the political com- 
mittee of the United Nations 
Assembly tackled the second 
Stage of its “get strong” peace 
program, a point-by-point dis- 
cussion of an American-backed 
seven-country plan. 

John Foster Dulles, United 
States delegate who guided the 
plan through the general debate 
last week, offered the 60-country 
committee a revised draft, in- 
cluding suggestions from nine 
other countries for discussion. 

The plan still has. as its main 
points emergency sessions of the 
veto-free General Assembiy, 
patrols by peace observers, U.N. 
troop units im each member's 
army, and a- committee to study 
how to use member aid for col- 
lective security. 

The revised draft promises 
equipment for designated U.N. 
units but shies — from wuss 
any region priorit It also 
agrees that the Asoeaatity can be 
called only by a vote of seven 
Security Council] members or a 
majority of the Assembly and 
only when a breach of peace 
actually has occurred. 

Dulles first explained the U.S. 
viewpoint on the revised resolu- 
tion when it was, circulated at 
the U.N. Saturday. He said 
Russia opposes either the US. 
or the U.N. getting strong. 

Russia did not want the U.N. 
to do anything about insuring 
peace so it had called again for 
big-power consultations, Russia 
has stalled for four years 
through consultations on an Aus 
trian peace treaty and German 
and Korean ‘unity, and was 
stalling now on the question of a 
Japanese treaty.
